There are a number of people 
who have enjoyed the latter rain 
show ers that have been falling, 
and have received the Baptism 
with the Holy Ghost, but are 
floating around as a sailing ves- 
sel without any chart or compass. 
Their sails are spread and as the 
wind blows in a certain direction 
they move off with great joy and 
liberty; but when that puff of 
wind ceases and another one 
comes from another direction, off 
they go again, with that gust 
thoughlit may be driving them 
almost in an opposite direction. 
Just so they are sailing they 
seem to be satisfied. Steamer 
withfa chart, and compass fora 
guidejwill hoist {their sails, and 
fly before the wind, provided it 
carries them in the right direc- 
tion. And when the wind comes 
that is contrary they take down 
the sails, and cast anchor until 
a favorablefbreeze comes again. 
We should not be carried about 
with every wind of doctrine. It 
is very unsatisfactory to be un- 
settled. One whois unsettled 


is unsafe. Onez.whojis settled 


on the wrong foundation is dan- 
gerous. It is always good for 
a man to change from the wrong 
to the right but it is very serious 
to change from the right to the 
wrong. I have in mind a sweet 
christian character, who was 
very strong against a certain 
line of truth, but in a short time 
the tempest seemed to blow so 
hard in the right direction, that 
this precious soul was driven by 
the tempest and accepted the 
truth, but he remains so unset- 
tled, judging from his conversa- 
tion, that there are some fears 
that if he was to get into asevere 
tempest beating against this 
same line of truth, he would fall 
in with that tempest, and turn 
in the opposite direction again. 
We cannot trust’ such a person, 
neither can God depend upon 
him. Rooted and grounded in 
the truth is the only safe place. 

The question is often asked 
‘“‘what should the Pentecostal 
people do as pertaining to organi- 
zation? Should they organize or 


remain with no order or gover- 
ment? There is only one way to 


to examine the Scriptures, un- 
bassed hd unprejudiced. All 
i ree that the whole “latter 

n”’ affection ought to be one, 
in answer to the prayer of Jesus 
in John 17:21-28. But it does 
not matter so much about what 
peopleJ agree upon, asit does 
what the Bible says. The Bible 
then says that we should be one 
in doctrin, one in mind and have 
no divisions. ‘‘Now I beseech 
you, brethren, by the Name of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, that ye all 
speak the same thing, and that 
there be no divisions among you: 
but that ye be perfectly joined 
together in the same mind, and 
in thesame judgement.’’ 1 Cor. 
1:10- Fulfil ye my joy, that ye 
may be like-minded, having the 
same love, being of one accord, 
of one mind.’’ Phil. 2:2. Two 
or more minds might run together 
and they agree on something 
that was wrong, and for fear 
that this might be the ease, and 
in order to cut off occasion for 
such a serious error, Paul adds, 
**Let this mind be in you, which 
was also in Christ Jesus.’’ Phil. 
2:5. This thenis intended to 
put us in one accord with Christ, 
and if all the Pentecostal people 
be in accord with Christ they 
will be in one accord with each 
other as a whole. What should 
the Pentecostal people do? Get 
in one accord with Christ in doc- 
trine, and this will bring us all 
together in one body, into one 


organization, under one govern- 
ment, with only one law-giver, 
Christ, who is the Head of the 
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Church. Jesus gave His Church 
for government, and all the laws 
for government come fron Him, 
through His Holy Apostles. I 
admit that we have those in 
Pentecostal ranks, who oppose 
government and any form of 
organization, but such are false 
teachers. They refuse to sub- 
mit to any government, and are 
out every one for himself, even 
contending against any form of 
organization and say they are 
members of Christ’s Church. 
It matters not how spiritual they 
may seem to be or how honest 
they may be, they are dangerous 
characters and enemies to Christ 
and Histruth. ‘But there were 
false prophets also among the 
people, even as there shall be 
false teachers among you, who 
privily shall bring in damnable 
heresies. even denying the 
Lord..--------- and despise govern- 
ment. Presumptnous are they, 
self-willed, they are not afraid 
to speak evil of dignities.”’ 2 
Peter 2:1,10. ‘‘Likewise also 
these filthy dreamers defile the 
flesh, despise dominion (gover- 
ment,) and speak evil of digni- 
ties.’”’ Jude8. No one canbe 
a member of Christ’s Church 
and refuse government and hold 
themselves aloof from organiza- 
tion-His organization, His gov- 
ernment, His laws. His Church 
means government. Itis nota 
legislative or law making body, 
but an executive body. It exe- 
cutes the laws already given. 
It is also a judicial body, because 
it applies the laws already en- 
acted to particular cases. To 
object to dominion, to despise 
government, to refuse organiza- 
tion means oppvsition to the 
council at Jerusalem Acts 15, 
and means opposition to Christ’s 
Church. His Church for the 
saints in this world is what His 
kingdom is to be universally in 
the mellenium. If we prove 
ourselves to be good executives 
here, we will more likely receive 
a kingdom over which to reign 


there. If we prove ourselves to 
be onedient to His 'aws here and 


now He will more likely trust us 
with the reigns of government 
there and then. In theteaching 
of the parable of the pounds of 
our Lord, Luke 19:12-27. He 
shows the value of obedience 
and faithfulness to His govern- 
ment, and laws and in verse 27 
calls the people his enemies who 
refuse His reigning over them 
commanding them to be brought 
and slain before Him. If I re- 
ject His government and disobey 
His laws, I am a disloyal subject 
and according to this teaching I 
must be slain. The Apostle Paul 
gives the same teaching at 2 
Thes.1:7-9 where he says------“‘The 
Lord Jesus Christ shall be re- 
vealed from heaven, with His 
mighty angels, in flaming fire 
taking vengeance on them that 
know not God, and that obey not 
God, that obey not the Gospel 
(commands) of our Lord Jesus 
Christ: who shall be punished 
with everlasting destruction, 
from the presence of the Lord, 
and from the glory of his power.”’ 
The reading of this Scripture 
calls for another to explain what 
it is to know God, for we read 
here that He is going to take 
vengeance on them that do not 
know Him. At1 Jno. 2:3,4, we 
are told how we know Him. 
“And hereby we do know that 
we know him, if we keep his 
commandmerts. He that saith, 
Iknow him, and keepeth not 
His commandments, isa liar, 
and the truth is not in him.’’ 
This brings us right down to obe- 
dience to His laws again. 

We frequently hear people say 
“I know I have passed from 
death unto life because I love 
the brethren,” which is a quota- 
tion of John 3:14, which ls al- 
right, but let us look a little 
farther on and see what it is to 
love God’s children or the breth- 
ren. ‘‘By this we know-that we 
love the children of God, (breth- 
ren) when we love God, and keep 
his commandments. And this 
is the love of God that we keep 


hiscommandments This brings 
us down to obedience, to His 


/ 


laws and government. again. 
Christ’s laws. Christ’s govern- 
ment. “God, who at sundry 
times and in divers manners 
spake in times past to our 
fathers by the prophets, Hath 
in these last days spoken unto 
us by His Son.’’ Heb. 1:1,2. 
Then to be loyal subjects of His 
government, we must obey His 
laws or commands. We have 
already shown that to refuse to 
do this, makes us worthy of be- 
ing slain, or punished with ever- 
lasting destruction. 

Many people today who claim 
to be members of Christ’s Church 
(government) remind me of peo- 
ple who come from foreign 
countries to the United States 
and fail to take the oath of all 
allegiance. They are on United ° 
States soil or territory, reaping 
the benifits therefrom, but not 
United States citizens. Isreal 
was recognized by Godas His 
children, and chosen people, but 
not until they accept and 
covenanted to keep the laws of 
God given through Moses were 
they recognized as, or called the 
“Church in the  wilderness.’’ 
Church then means goverment. 
Christ’s government. His Church. 
Here then is where women are 
to keep silence. 1 Cor. 14:34. 
Here, too, is where Paul said he 
would rather speak five words 
with his understanding that with 
his voice he might teach others, 
than ten thousand words with 
an unknown tongue. 1 Cor.14- 
19. Here also, is where not over 
three at most, and that one ata 
time may speak in tongues and 
let one interpret, and if their be 
no interpreter let him keep 
silence intheChurch. 1 Cor. 14: 
27,28. There. were no women 
speaking in the council at 
Jerusalem. No one talking in 
tongues. They werea judicial 
body, searching for and applying 
the laws tothe particular case. 
When the law was found touch- 
ing that particular case, it was 
applied and James who seemed 


to be chairman, moderator, over- 
seer or ruling elder, made the 
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statement which settled all dis- 
cussion and debate, and there 
were no votes taken because 
they had only to obey the law 
already given and only added 
words of explanation. 

His Church then, is not a gov- 
ernment by the people, which is 
democratic form, neither is ita 
government by the people, by 
representatives-which is a re- 
publican form; but the govern- 
ment shall be upon His shoul- 
ders. Isa. 9:6. His Church is 
a theocracy. God giving His 
laws through Moses is a type. 
God giving His laws through 
Christ is evidently the very im- 
age. The perfection for govern- 
ment. ‘‘For the law having a 
shadow of good things to come 
and not the very image of the 
things.’’ Heb. 10:1. This sig- 
nifies that Christ is the real 
goverment of which Moses’ was 
only a shadow. The govern- 
ment through Moses has had an 
end, but the government under 
Christ, is to continue to be per- 


petual; ‘‘of the increase of His 
government..........- there shall be 
noend.’’ Isa. 9:7. 


He is to rule or govern His 
Church in this world as: Moses 
governed Isreal in the wilderness. 
As Isreal was a peculiar treasure 
unto God among thousands of 
inhabitants, but separate from 
them, so Christ “‘gave Himself 
for us, that He might redeem us 
from all iniquity, and purify ur- 
to himself a peculiar people, 
zealous of good works.’’ Titus 
2:14. Wearein the world but 
not of the world. We are under 
Christ’s government, yet must 
be subject to the powers_that be’’ 
in whatever country we are 
placed except these worlds gov- 
ernment conflict with our obliga- 
tions to Christ. Then Christ 
must be honored, and obeyed 
rather than the world govern- 
ments even at the peril of our 
lives. Acts 4:19, Acts 5;29. 
“‘Christ is the head of the church: 
and he is the Savior of the body.”’ 


Therefore the church is to .be 
subject to Christ in everything. 


“He loved the church, and gave 
Himself for it; That He might 
sanctify and cleanse it with the 
washing of water by the word, 
that he might present it to Him- 
self a glorious church, not hav- 
ing spot, or wrinkle, or any such 
thing; but that it should be holy 
and without blemish.’’ Eph. 5: 
23-27. These, then, who have 
followed and obeyed Him faith- 
fully here will constitute His 
great host of rulers and govern- 
ors during His thousand years 
reign on earth, when He will 
reign without a rival. All peo- 
ple, all nations will be subject 
unto Him. ‘“‘And the Lord God 
shall give unto the throne of His 
father David--------- And of His 
kingdom there shall be no end.’’ 
Luke 1:32,33.

Spirit of God in this wonderful work, 
and attributing them to Satan; and, 
strange to say, who, to my personal 
knowledge, have had wonderful mani- 
festations themselves or in their own 
families, for the sake of popularity 
have joined the ranks of the critics; 
and in their literature especially, and 
also in their preaching have stood 
against all manifestations. and have 
thus insulted and slurred the blessed 
Holy Spirit of God; while others in 
their zeal to exclude that whichis of

the flesh, have gone too far and have 
grieved and quenched the Spirit. And 
in every instance, so far asI know, 
where these things have happened, 


‘the Holy Spirit has largely ceased to 


work at all, and the meetings are dead 
or rapidly dying. 

As I have said, in every great revival 
there are manifestations of the Holy 
Spirit. When George Fox and the 
early Quaker preachers preached the 
Gospel, the Holy Ghost rested upon 
them in such power that they quaked 
under His power; and thus they were 
nick-named ‘‘Quakers.’’ When the 
Holy Ghost no longer thus manifested 
His presence amongst them, all perse- 
cution ceased; and today they are hold- 
ing the teachings of their fathers, but 
by no means have the power. 

Every one who has read the history 
of Methodism will remember the won- 
derful way in which the Lord manifested 
His presence, and demonstrated His 
power in their midst in the early days 
of that people. People fell from their 
seats while the Word was preached. 
They were violently shaken and 
‘‘jerked.’’ They fell, andlay for hours 
under the power of the Spirit of God, 
They had visions, and. sometimes won- 
derful things were revealed to them. 
No one, so far asI know, doubts the 
genuineness of these things; but all ac- 
cert them as wonderful evidences that 
God was working among His people. 


* Now is it not passing strange that 


when the Lord begins to work in ex- 
actly the same way today, so many 
should rise up and comderan it all, and 
say: ‘“‘Itis the flesh, or the Devil’’? 

I have read an account somewhere 
of a mighty revival in the State of 
Kentucky, about the year I800. At 
one time there were 20,000 people pre- 
sent. Preachers of different denomina- 
tion took their stand on stumps and 
logs; and, while several of them would 
be preaching at the same time, scores 
of people would be overcome by the 
mighty power of God, and would fall 
like dead men. In fact, it was stated 
that the power was so great that the 
hardest sinners would fall as dead men 
before God, and be converted before 
they rose from the earth. Even those 
who boasted that they could resist the 
power, in some instances fell from 
their horses before they reached the 
ground. 

For more recent records of the won- 
derful manifestations of the Spirit of 
God among the people, one has only to 
refer to the Autobiography of Chas. G. 
Finney. While this wonderful man of 
God preached the Gospel in the Holy 
Ghost sent down from Heaven, it was 
no unusual occurrence for numbers to 
be so overcome by the power.of God 
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that they would fall from their seats 
to the floor, and lie for hours under the 
power of the Spirit, and come’ through 
gloriously converted. These things are 
accepted as genuive manifestations of 
the Holy Ghost by God’s people every- 
where today, and I fully belive in their 
genuineness. 

We now come to the present move- 
ment, which is called by some the 
‘*Pentecostal movement,’’ and is cal‘ed 
by others, by way of ridicule, the ‘“Ton- 
gues’’ movement: and by some it is 
called the ‘‘Latter Rain’’ movement. 
I simply look upon it as a mighty out- 
pouring of the Holy Spirit upon the 
people of God. 

It is now three years since the Spirit 
fell in Los Angeles, California. The 
advent of the Spirit was accompanied 
by several definite manifestations, 
which at once attracted attention. The 
first was the speaking in tongues as 


the Spirit gave utterance, which fol- 
lowed in every instance. The second 
was a song in the Spirit. It has been 
called ‘‘The Heavenly Anthem,’’ 


“‘The Heavenly Chorus,’’ and ‘‘The 

Lord’s Song.’’ It cannot be described, 
I never heard anything so beautiful 
and soul-ravishing in my life; and it is 
heavenly either to sing itor to hear it 

sung. Noonecan possibly join in when 

it is sung, except those who are bap- 
tized in the Holy Spirit; and even the 
baptized saints can singin this chorus 
only as the Spirit moves upon them to 

do so. Many times when numbers were 
singing all around me, I have found it 
impossible for me tojoin in, as the 
Spirit did not move on me, or in me to 
do so; and again as soon as some one 

else would strike a note, the Spirit 
would move in me, and I would join in, 
and He would sing through me, just as 
as a musician produces music uponan 

instrument. But there were other 

manifestations a!so, such as shaking, 

falling under the Spirit’s power, etc. 

And it is these that have been so vio- 
lently opposed, and so severly criticised; 
and even some who claimed to be friends 
of the work have condemned all physi- 
cal manifestations as being of the flesh 

or even of the devil. Now let us con- 
sider some of the facts in the case, 

which ought to determine whether 
these manifestations were of God or 
not. Some have accepted the former, 
and rejected the latter, saying they be- 
lieved the speaking in tongues, sing- 
ing in the Spirit, etc., was of God, 
but that they did not believe the shak- 
ing, falling on the floor, etc., was from 
God. I contend that one is as much 
from God as the other; for the same 
power that speaks in tongues shaks the 
bodies of those who speak in tongues. I} 
1s of notice also thatin almost every case 


/ 


the speaking in tongues was preceded 
by physical masifestations, such as 
falling under the power, or being vio- 
lently shaken, or both. In fact, it is 
an unusual thing to see a _ person re- 
ceive the Holy Ghost without some of 
the above mentioned manifestations 
accompanying the experience. 

The Devil’s object in excluding all 
manifestations is simply to exclude the 
Spirit from among the people; for he 
knows that where the Spirit works 
there are certain to be manifes- 
tations, and to forbid all of them is 
simply to forbid the Spirit to work at 
all. Ihave seen hundreds of people 
receive the Holy Ghost in the last two 
years, and among this number have 
been young and old, rich and poor, 
learned and unlearned, some from most 
every denomination, even including 
Catholics, many from the Lutheran 
Church, and many from the Holiness 
ranks, and out of all this numberI 
have never seen even one person re- 
ceive the Holy Ghost without physical 
manifestations, and also the speaking 
in tongues. 

Now, supposing I should say, as 
many are doing, ‘‘We ought to stop all 
manifestations,’’ how could it be done? 
What would be the result if I should 
attemp it. How would I dare to do it. 
Some one please tell me how to 
go about it. For instant, a brother 
comes into the meeting; we begin to 
sing; presently he begins to tremble 
under the power of God and falls from 
his seat to the floor, and is violently 
shaken; in a little while he comes 
through, and begins to speak in ton- 
gues and glorify God. I ask again 
what am I todoin such a case? Itis 
all very easy for those who know not 
the power of God to stand off and talk 
about ‘‘order,”’ ‘‘dignity,” etc., but 
when we pray that God will put His 
power upon us, and this is the result, 
itis entirely another thing; and one 
case like I have mentioned often does 
more good than many fof the best ser- 
mons I can preach. Folks say, ‘‘Who 
can doubt such an experience?’”’ and I 
repeat, ‘‘Whocan doubt such an ex- 
perience?’’ 

We have times when we haveno such 
manifestations as have mentioned; 
but, during such times, we have never 
had even one soul baptized in the Holy 
Spirit, and while we have profited by 
the teaching of the Word, testimony, 
etc., at such times there are little or 
no definite results. é 

Now, I expect to be accused of en- 
couraging fleshly manifestations; but 
every one who knows me, and has 
listened to my preaching for the last 
two years, knows that no one could 
have stood firmer against all that is of 
the flesh than I have done, and that I 
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have constantly taught that it is a sin 
for any one to do anything in the flesh 
or of themselves, and have stood 
against even a testimony or prayer 
that is in the flesh, or that exalts man, 
and that I have exhorted, and still do, 
that every child of God first yield whol- 
ly to God, and trust fully the cleansing 
Blood of Christ, and ask God to give 
them the gift of the Holy Ghost, and 
then simply let Him have His way; and 
if He gives them the Spirit without 
manifestations, all right; but if He 
comes with overwhelmiug power, let us 
give Him the same glad welcome into 
our hearts and lives as though He had 
come quietly upon us. 

Again let me say that I am against 
all fanaticism, and it would be folly to 
deny that there have been manifesta- 
tions in this movement that are of the 
flesh. Some have undoubtedly gone to 
extremes, and thatis always an evi 
dence that they are in the flesh; that 
is, they go to extremes trying todo 
something, and the result is always 
bad; but this article is not meant to 
deal with what we are to do, but with 
that which God Himself by the Holy 
Ghost does, which is always the best 
thing for us, however it may appear to 
us. My cry is, ‘‘O God, send greater 
power than we have ever seen,’’ and 
my advice to the people of God every- 
where is to cry to God till He sends 
the power, andif we fall, as Daniel 
did when God met him on the banks of 
the Hiddekel, or as Paul on the way to 
Damascus, or John on Patmos, let us 
say amen to the will of God, and not 
grieve away th eblessed Hvly Spirit, 
by dictating to Him how He shall work. 
I am much more afraid of coldness |and 
formality than I am of too much fire; 
in fact, I believe when we get the right 
amount of fire, and the fulnessof the 
power of the Spirit of God, He will 
swallow up all counterfeits, just as 
Moses’ rod swallowed up the rods of 
the magicians at Pharaoh’s court. But 
if we devote our time to fighting what 
we believe to be counterfeit, it will not 
be long till there will be nothing left 
to fight; that is, the Spirit’s power will 
cease, and we will be left as they are 
left in many places today, absolutely 
woid of power. Andj again I say my 
ery is: ‘‘O God, let thy mighty power 
rest upon us, and manifest thy presence 
among us: let the people be convinced 
by what they see and hear.’’ 

I often asked, ‘‘What is the use of 
these manifestations?”’ My answer is, 
-€*Their value lies in what they evidence, 
They are unmistakable evidences that 
the power of Godis working.’’ Sup- 
pose two engines are standing side by 
side. One of them stands quitely; there 
is no escaping steam, nor motion of air 
pump, but all is quiet. The other 





shows eviderfeés of a full head of steam; 
that is, the safety/ valve frequently 
lifts, and a quantity/of steam escapes, 
making considerable noise. You say 
to me, ‘‘I do not like that noise. 
is it so noisy?” esently a man ap- 
pears on the sceng, glances at the two 
engines, climbs jinto the cab of the 
noisy engine, opens the throttle, it be- 
gins to exhaust,/and the noise of steam 
escaping from cylinders is heard. 
It moves off down the track. It is now 
ready to a to a train of cars, and 
is in condition /to pull them. Another 
man appears, and climbs to the cab of 
the other engine, and opens the _throt- 
tle, but therelis neither noise nor mo- 
tion. The engine must be fired up be- 
fore itis fit | for service. There are 
more people tnday who need to be fired 
up than there|are who need brakes at- 
tached tothem. In fact, I feel that 
firemen are much more needed than 
brakemen. The reason there is so lit- 
tle evidence of life is because there is 
so little life. ho can dispute it?— 
Pentecostal Testhnony.

Some have accepted Pentecost, and 
have already held conferenees and 
changed their creed or articles of faith 
and put in Pentecost, others may, but 
the most popular churches will hardly 
doit. Were any or all of them to ac- 
cept Pentecost it would be wrong to 
bel rg to any of them. 

The Church of God has two great 
opposing forces. They are opposed to
